“”..LKNOW THE THOUGHTS THAT | THINK TOWARD YOU, SAITH THE LORD, THOUGHTS 
OF PEACE, AND NOT OF EVIL, TO GIVE YOU AN EXPECTED END.” 
(JEREMIAH 29:11) 

Every day, while in the inner man | want to glorify my Lord, it 
seems all | am permitted to see in the stinking flesh of my old man 
is this body of death.

ETERNAL LIFE IS THE GIFT OF GOD THROUGH JESUS CHRIST 
“FOR THE WAGES OF SIN IS DEATH; BUT THE GIFT OF GOD IS ETERNAL LIFE 
THROUGH JESUS CHRIST OUR LORD.” 

(ROMANS 6:23) 

God requireth not anything of us whereby we should purchase or 
merit for ourselves [eternal] life and salvation. For we are saved by 
grace “through faith;” “not of works, lest any man _ should 
boast” (EPHESIANS 2:8-9). God doth save us neither by nor for the 
“works of righteousness which we have done, but according to his 
own mercy” (TITUS 3:5); so that, although on the one side, “the 
wages of sin is death,” there being a proportion in the justice 
between sin and punishment; yet there is none between our 
obedience and our salvation; and therefore “eternal life is the gift of 
God through Jesus Christ our Lord” (ROMANS 6:23). God, 
therefore, requires nothing at our hands under this notion or 
consideration; nor is it possible that in our condition any such thing 
should be required of us. For whatever we can do is due 
beforehand on other accounts, and so can have no prospect to 
merit what is to come. Who can merit salvation by [his own doing]?

THAT ALL SHOULD COME TO REPENTANCE 
“,.LONGSUFFERING TO US-WARD, NOT WILLING THAT ANY SHOULD PERISH, BUT 
THAT ALL SHOULD COME TO REPENTANCE.” (2 PETER 3:9) 


In 2 Peter 3:9, the apostle is explaining why the Lord has not returned 
to this earth, the reason being, that He is not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come to repentance. This refers to His will of 
purpose. It is God’s purpose that all should come to repentance and be 
saved. In longsuffering He waits until all the “us-ward” have been brought 
to repentance. The “us-ward” are described as those who had obtained 
the like precious faith (2 PETER 1:2); who had been given all things that 
pertain to life and godliness (2 PETER 1:3); and who had escaped the 
corruption that is in the world (2 PETER 1:4). In 2 Peter 3:15, the apostle 
tells the same “us-ward”, that they are to account the longsuffering of the 
Lord as salvation. Christ’s longsuffering towards the elect keeps Him on 
His mediatorial throne until all have been saved. Had He come sooner 
than planned, many of the elect would not have been saved. | have been 
a Christian for 51 years, and if He had come before my conversion, | 
would have perished in my sins. It is not His will of purpose that any of 
those given to Him by the Father shall perish. The words “all” and “every” 
are hardly ever used in the absolute sense.
